Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Report  is  again  presented  in  an  abbreviated  form  to  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  More  detailed 
information,  however,  has  been  given  in  relationship  to  factories 
and,  in  this  connection,  particulars,  under  separate  cover,  have  been 
supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  This  has  been  an  epidemic  year 
O':  M^a^l  es,  a large  percentage  of  the  school  entrant  population 
being  attacked.  One  death  was  attributable  to  this  disease.  Little 
comment  is  required  on  the  other  diseases  notified  there  being  little 
variation  from  the  numbers  of  1946.  Satisfaction,  however,  arises 
from  this  as  again  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  arisen. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS.  Despite  the  widespread  nature  of 
the  epidemic  which  prevailed  over  the  Country  in  the  late  summer 
and  autumn  this  area  escaped  completely,  no  cases  being  reported. 
Preventive  measures  taken  locally  in  this  Town  to  which  the  rural 
community  has  ready  access  may  in  some  measure  have  played  its 
part  as  in  the  Potteries  many  cases  were  notified. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

BIRTHS.  It  is  surprising  that  the  Birth  Rate  fell  below  that 
of  England  and  Wales  but  the  difference  was  slight.  A similar 
relationship,  though  of  greater  dimension,  arose  in  the  case  of 
Deaths  among  Infants  and  this  gives  compensation. 

GENERAL  DEATHS.  This  shows  a return  similar  to  that 
generally  recorded. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  There  is  very  little  variation  in  the  final 
adjustment  of  the  total  of  this  Register.  The  Death  Rate  from  both 
groups  of  this  disease  is  the  same  and  follows  the  plan  of  1946. 

MISCELLANEOUS.  This  Report  covers  a more  extensive 
field  than  in  recent  years  : this  is  to  secure  uniformity  with  the 
reports  of  neighbouring  Authorities.  Your  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
responsible  for  the  principal  detail  of  Sections  C-F. 

In  presenting  this  Report  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  takes 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  his  colleagues  for  their  courtesy  and 
continuous  co-operation  in  the  working  of  the  Department  and  in 
the  compilation  of  this  Report.

POPULATION  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS.  The  Registrar 
General  in  his  estimate  of  population  allows  for  an  increase  in 
permanent  residents.  Little  change  has  been  made  in  the  means  of 
livelihood  of  these,  agriculture  accounting  for  nearly  all  employment. 

The  town  of  Market  Drayton  still  serves  as  a nucleus  for  the 
area,  and  to  this  centre  surrounding  villages  have  travelling  facilities 
for  marketing  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  from  all  parts.  In 
addition  such  Parishes  as  are  situated  on  the  main  route  have  a 
daily  service  covering  local  and  neighbouring  towns. 

While  the  local  town  is  able  to  provide  adequate  services  for 
entertainment  and  recreation,  the  distance  factor  precludes  the  more 
outlying  villages  from  taking  active  part  in  these,  and  so  are  de- 
pendent on  their  local  resources  for  entertainment.

SECTION  B 

General  Provision  for  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE.  A Joint  Committee  of  this  Council, 
Market  Drayton  Urban  and  Newcastle  R.D.C.  (for  part  of  its 
district)  has,  since  1929,  provided  and  administered  this  service. 
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This  will  be  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  in  July  1948 
under  the  National  Health  Act  but  it  will  be  run  in  conjunction 
with  a Local  Sub-Committee  as  part  of  the  County  Scheme. 

MORTUARY  SERVICE.  This  service  has  had  to  rely  on  the 
facilities  of  the  Local  Hospital  or  Poor  Law  Institution.  It  may  be 
found  desirable  to  provide  accommodation  of  this  nature  in  the 
National  Health  Act,  and  the  matter  should  be  considered  by  the 
Rural  Council. 


SECTION  C 

REEUSE  DISPOSAL.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the 
arrangements  for  Refuse  Disposal.  Eacilities  are  available  in  the 
various  Parishes  for  the  residents  to  deposit  domestic  and  other 
refuse  on  the  tips  which  are  supervised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  provision  of  a fortnightly 
collection  for  the  whole  area  and  a report  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  but  the  adoption  of  the  scheme  has  been  de- 
ferred for  the  time  being.  The  estimated  working  yearly  cost  was 
7.88  pence  in  the  £ Rateable. 

SALVAGE.  Owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  there 
is  no  systematic  collection  of  salvage. 

Voluntary  collections  by  former  members  of  the  W.V.S.  are 
still  in  operation  in  some  of  the  parishes. 

The  income  for  1947  was  £10  2s.  Id. 

DISINEECTION  AND  CONTROL  OE  VERMIN.  RAT  CON- 
TROL. Under  the  Private  Dwellings — special  scheme  1946/7,  the 
County  Council  made  a survey  of  part  of  the  Rural  area  not  already 
covered  by  the  Housing  Survey  Report  in  respect  of  infestation  of 
rats  and  mice.  This  report  confirmed  the  report  of  the  Local 
Authority  that  there  were  little  infestation  of  private  dwellings. 
Such  infestation  as  was  found  was  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council 
and  no  further  complaints  have  been  received  since  the  Survey. 
The  Sewers  at  Cheswardine  and  Norton-in-Hales  have  been  baited 
on  two  occasions  but  no  takes  were  recorded. 

Tips  in  the  area  are  under  constant  observation  and  Hodnet 
tip  has  been  under  contract  by  the  County  Council.  The  County 
Council  have  agreed  to  be  responsible  for  the  Rodent  Control  of  all 
tips  in  the  Local  Authorities  area  and  the  Local  Authority  will 
continue  their  responsibility  with  regard  to  the  sewers.

Complaint  was  received  regarding  the  infestation  of  dog  fleas 
in  some  cottage  property.  This  was  found  to  extend  to  some  50 
yards  around  the  property  and  two  treatments  were  necessary. 
No  further  complaint  has  since  been  received.

The  quality  of  all  public  supplies  has  been  satisfactory.  Six 
samples  have  been  taken  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  these 
were  equally  so. 

Marchamley  supply  is  not  satisfactory  and  the  3 samples  taken 
have  shown  evidence  of  contamination  which  has  been  attributed 
to  dismantling  of  pumps  and  repairs.  The  position  is  one  of  grave 
concern  and  the  supply  is  a constant  source  of  anxiety.  The  supply 
mains  in  the  village  are  too  small  to  give  a constant  supply  and  the 
pressure  in  some  parts  is  non-existent. 

The  Council  have  now  a scheme  which  has  been  approved  in 
principal  to  supply  Marchamley  village  from  Hodnet  but  as  this 
will  require  the  sinking  of  another  15  inch  bore  it  will  take  some 
time  to  give  a pure  and  adequate  water  service. 

Goldstone  private  supply  has  given  constant  good  Bacterio- 
logical reports. 

Chlorination  is  not  carried  out. 

PROPOSED  NEW  WORKS.  Plans  have  been  prepared  by 
the  Consultant  Engineer  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  sinking  of  new  bore  at  Hodnet,  laying  of  new  pumping  main  to 
Marchamley,  construction  of  new  Reservoir  and  the  laying  of  a 
supply  main  to  the  village. 
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Plans  have  also  been  submitted  to  sink  a new  bore  at  Calverhall 
with  new  Reservoir  and  the  extension  of  water  services  to  New 
Street  Lane  and  Oldfields  area.  It  is  also  proposed  to  lay  a supply 
main  to  the  village  of  Longford  from  the  Market  Drayton  Water 
Company’s  main  at  Longford  Turning. 

These  areas  are  in  urgent  need  of  a pipe  supply  and  in  some 
cases  farmers  have  had  to  call  in  the  National  Fire  Service  to  pump 
water  into  their  ponds  to  supply  the  cattle  with  water. 

The  growing  need  of  a constant  piped  supply  is  becoming  more 
apparent  as  the  demand  for  agricultural  produce  is  being  stimulated 
by  the  general  conditions.  The  demand  for  a higher  standard  of 
milk  production  both  in  quantity  and  quality  and  the  farmers’ 
endeavour  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Accredited  and 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Production  will  have  to  be  met  to  enable 
the  agricultural  population  to  compete  in  the  economic  structure 
of  the  nation.

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PUBLIC  BATHS  AND  WASH-HOUSE.  Noneprovided  in  the 
district. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING 
THE  YEAR.  There  has  been  no  serious  nuisance  calling  for  special 
attention  and  what  complaints  have  been  received  have  been  dealt 
with  by  informal  action. 

Ten  new  drainage  systems  have  been  provided  to  houses  to 
replace  those  which  were  defective  and  liable  to  be  injurious  to 
health.  These  include  water  closets  to  replace  pails  or  insanitary 
privy  pits. 

The  District  can  be  said  to  be  solely  agricultural  and  in  the 
absence  of  adequate  drainage  facilities  the  farm  drainage  has  to 
be  dealt  with  by  land  irrigation  and  ditches.  Provided  the  farmxS 
have  efficient  sedimentation  tanks  and  emptied  of  solids  at  least 
twice  a year  there  should  be  no  serious  complaint. 

The  question  of  taking  advantage  of  the  manural  value  of  the 
liquid  from  farm  drainage  tanks  would  be  a practical  proposition 
where  electricity  is  available  to  pump  the  liquid.  In  this  case  the 
dual  system  of  drainage  could  be  adopted  with  advantage  in  con- 
junction with  arable  farming.  Several  farms  have  installed  tanks 
with  sludge  valves  and  constructed  sludge  lagoons  which  has  helped 
to  minimise  the  difficulties  of  farm  drainage. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES.  There  is  one  Knackers  yard  in  the 
District.  The  building  is  of  modern  construction  and  gives  no 
grounds  for  complaint. 

SHOP  ACTS  1912-1934.  These  Acts  contain  provisions  re- 
lating to  Ventilation,  Temperature  and  Sanitary  Conveniences 
which  are  enforceable  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

The  District  is  served  by  the  small  family  concern  type  of 
shops  and  have  presented  no  difficulty.  There  are  no  large  shops  in 
the  area,  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  recognition  of  Market  Drayton 
as  the  shopping  centre. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT.  There  are  no  privately- 
owned  places  of  entertainment  in  the  area.  In  each  Parish  there  is 
a Village  Hall  which  provides  facilities  for  Whist  and  similar  enter- 
tainments associated  with  village  life. 

The  Halls  serving  the  larger  villages  have  provided  a reasonable 
standard  of  sanitation,  but  the  smaller  communities  are  still  lacking 
in  modern  sanitation,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  lack  of  piped 
water  supplies  and  sewers. 

PRIMARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS.  The  II  Parishes 
have  Primary  Schools  which  provide  for  children  up  to  II  years  of 
age,  although  several  of  the  schools  also  provide  for  the  children  up 
to  school-leaving  age. 
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Eight  of  the  Primary  Schools  have  a piped  water  supply  but 
with  exception  of  two  schools  (Cheswardine  and  Woore)  there  is  no 
proper  sewerage  system  to  deal  with  closet  accommodation.  It  is 
anticipated  that  several  of  these  schools  will  be  considered  redundant 
and  the  children  transferred  to  the  larger  villages  where  new  schools 
will  be  provided  to  serve  a larger  area. 

The  building  of  these  schools  will  depend  upon  the  availability 
of  public  sewers,  the  absence  of  which  may  entail  delay,  as  the 
County  Authority  will,  no  doubt,  take  advantage  of  existing 
sewerage  facilities  in  the  County. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  provision  of  Public  Services  will  be  the 
deciding  factor  in  Rural  areas. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

CHESWARDINE.  The  existing  sewerage  scheme  for  this 
district  deals  with  the  village  of  Cheswardine  which  consists  of  61 
houses  including  10  additional  Council  Houses  completed  at  the  end 
of  1947.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  a further  12  houses  which  should  be 
near  completion  at  the  end  of  1948,  and,  in  consequence,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  Disposal  Works.  It  is  intended  to  enlarge 
the  cubic  capacity  of  filter  bed,  and  provide  new  humus  tank  which 
will  give  4 hours  capacity. 

SUTTON-ON-TERN  : GARDEN  CITY.  This  building  site  of 
21  houses  is  under  private  control  and  is  served  by  a sewage  treat- 
ment works. 

A small  disposal  works  has  also  been  constructed  at  Tern  Hill 
by  the  owner  of  the  Cheese  Eactory  to  deal  with  Trade  effluent.

HODNET  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEME.  This  scheme  has 
been  designed  for  the  efficient  treatment  of  sewage  for  124  houses  or 
approximately  500  persons.  It  will  deal  with  86  houses,  the  proposed 
new  housing  site  (25  houses)  and  the  three  Schools.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  revised  scheme  embracing  the  whole  of  the  village  was 
completed  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  The  scheme  provides  for 
the  separation  of  surface  water  from  soil  sewers,  and  should  be 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  this  area  for  the  next  15-20  years.

The  first  scheme  of  70  houses  now  nearing  completion  are  of  the 
traditional  Three-Bedroom  type  which  was  adopted  as  the  most 
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suitable  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  agricultural  population.  There  is, 
however,  a need  for  the  Two-Bedroom  type  to  accommodate  the 
small  family  and  older  couples.  This  need  is  being  met  by  the 
inclusion  of  the  smaller  house  in  future  housing  schemes. 

TEMPORARY  HOUSES.  No  provision  has  been  made  for 
Prefabricated  or  Temporary  houses  in  the  Rural  District. 

EUTURE  HOUSING.  Subject  to  meeting  the  Ministry’s  re- 
quirements the  following  are  the  immediate  proposals  : 12  houses 
at  Cheswardine,  6 Calverhall,  6 Norton-in-Hales,  2 Ightfield,  and 
16  at  Hodnet.

COUNCIL  HOUSES— REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE.  The 
repairs  and  maintenance  of  the  Council  Houses  are  carried  out  by 
the  Surveyor's  Department  which  has  a staff  of  a foreman  and 
three  workmen.  The  property  is  well  maintained  and  some  of  the 
necessary  repairs  which  were  held  in  abeyance  during  the  war  years 
have  been  completed.  Twenty-seven  houses  have  been  painted 
during  the  year. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS.  There  are  no  licensed  Camping 
Grounds  in  the  area  and  although  there  are  isolated  caravans  in 
the  district  these  have  not  given  any  cause  for  serious  complaint. 

PEPLOW  CAMP.  This  camp  has  been  vacated  by  the  Ad- 
miralty and  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Ministry  of  Works.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  to  facilitate  the 
handing  over  to  the  Council  of  No.  1 Communal  Site,  Sick  Site  and 
Huts  on  No.  5 Site  and  W.A.A.F.  Site  which  are  in  occupation. 

There  are  12  families  concerned  and  it  is  intended  to  transfer 
all  families  to  No.  1 Communal  Site  and  demolish  the  rest  of  the 
huts  on  the  other  sites. 

No.  1 Site  has  both  Water  and  Sewage  services. 
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SECTION  E 


Meat  and  other  Foods 

The  district  continues  to  be  served  from  the  Central  Abattoir 
at  Whitchurch  and  such  meat  is  subject  to  examination  locally  as 
required. 

FOOD  PREMISES.  There  are  6 premises  where  food  is  sold, 
prepared  or  stored  : 5 of  these  relate  to  Butchers’  shops  where 
sausage  and  smalls  are  prepared  and  sold. 

The  only  real  manufacturing  premises  are  those  owned  and 
occupied  by  Chipnal  Industries  who  are  manufacturers  of  Macaroni, 
employing  approximately  12  persons. 

These  premises  are  generally  in  a good  state  of  repair  but  im- 
provements to  some  will  have  to  be  considered  when  the  war-time 
restrictions  are  relaxed. 

Twelve  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year.  One  of  the 
premises  was  found  to  contravene  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938  regarding  the  storage  of  goods.  This  has  been  remedied.

There  are  no  large-scale  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  dis- 
trict. The  premises  registered  use  a small  Electric  Cabinet  Freezer.

Four  Milking  herds  have  been  upgraded  from  Accredited  to 
Tuberculin-tested  standard  making  a total  of  20  farms  with  a T.T. 
Producers'  Licence.  While  this  may  be  considered  a small  increase 
it  does  give  an  indication  that  the  desire  of  Milk  Producers  is  not 
only  to  produce  Tuberculin-free  milk  but  also  to  possess  a healthy 
herd  of  cows. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  upgrading  will  continue.  Another 
pleasing  feature  is  the  appreciation  of  Hygienic  Housing  of  Milking 
cows  especially  in  relation  to  light  and  ventilation  and  the  con- 
struction of  cowshed  floors.
